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Message from the National President 


_ Dear Friends in Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma: 

At the beginning of this, our 
ninth year of cooperative work in 
this great fraternity, which all of 
us have grown to love, and of 
which we all feel proud, I am send- 
ing you my congratulations on the 
achievements of the past years, 
and my earnest wishes that this 
year may prove to you, in accom- 
plishments and in fellowship, the 
best in. the history of your Delta 

Kappa Gamma activities. 


During the present year and all 
future years, I urge you to keep 
in mind the purposes of our organ- 
ization. We have formed ourselves 
into a great association for the ac- 
complishment of six major pur- 
poses. While we are not averse to 
a certain amount of fun and frolic, 
we should, each year, do serious 
work towards the realization of 
the purposes for which this order 
exists. We are aware that some 
of these cannot be accomplished 
immediately.

- Please bear it in mind 
that your chapter is not a mere 
woman’s club or literary society, 
free entirely to pursue its own 
course.

This 
may be purchased from the Na- 
tional Education Association, at 
the address given above, for fifty 
cents. I am recommending that 
each chapter purchase at least one 
copy of each of these bulletins, and 
use both as a basis for serious 
study. 


From time to time, it becomes 
necessary for the President to sup- 
plement her Bulletin messages with 
circular letters sent to chapter 
presidents. Each president should 


remember that these letters are 


intended to give information, not 
only to herself; but also to her 
chapter members. Do you give to 
your chapter the gist of such in- 
formation sent to you, at its next 
meeting? 
means, be done. 


In ordering materials, all presi- 
dents, both state and chapter 
presidents, and all Founders, 
should be careful to order only 
what will probably be wsed during 
the present school session. While 
the National organization is mak- 
ing an earnest effort to supply all 
reasonable needs, we cannot afford 
to supply you with materials which 
may merely be stored away until 
they are out of date. 
instance of the kind of order which 
we question: a new chapter presi- 
dent orders 50 of each article. 
Does she intend to send out 50 in-

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vitations? Will all accept? Will 
she need 50 key-permits? She 
needs membership cards for both 
old members and new members. 
She needs membership certificates 


for new members only. Perhaps 
she orders 10 Rituals, 12 Founders 
Day Bulletins, and 15 Handbooks. 
She sends no check for these. Her 
chapter has had its free allowance 
of these bulletins. Did she read 
the letter which explained that no 
more are furnished free of charge 
after the chapter has once had this 
allowance? Errors like this neces- 
sitate a great deal of correspond- 
ence which might be avoided if 
each one would carefully read di- 
rections, check up supplies on 
hand, think over her order, and ask 
for only what will be used. It is 
obligatory that each chapter presi- 
dent shall pass on to her successor 
all property and all records of the 
chapter. This should include all 
the circular letters sent out this 
fall to the former president, be- 
cause we had not received the ad- 
dress of the new president. The 
president-elect will need the infor- 
mation and instructions given in 
these letters. Each chapter and 
each state organization should 
have the following property, kept 


for use of the organization as a, 


whole: (1) an initiation scarf; 
(2) at least three of the official 
candle-sticks (large) ; (3) a supply 
of Delta Kappa Gamma sheet 
music, copies of the Official Song; 
(4) one or more brass bowls for 
flowers; (5) a brass tray for bows 
of ribbon, used in initiation; (6) a 
supply of small brass candle-hold- 
ers for initiations; (7) a supply of 
Delta Kappa Gamma Song Books. 
On pages 8 and 4 in the Handbook 
of Policies, Rulings, and Customs, 
you will find information as to 
where to order these things. Please 


note that the price of small candie- 


holders has been raised to ten cents 
each. In addition, large chapters 
and state organizations should 
have a banner. See-page 3 of the 
Hamdbook in regard to this. Per- 
‘manent, durable property like the 
scarf, the candle-sticks, the tray, 
and the banner may be bought 
from the permanent fund, provided 


there is a 4/5 vote of the chapter, 


or the state, to use part of the 
permanent fund in this way. We 
have not yet adopted an official 
flower-bowl, as we- have not yet 
been able to get one that is satis- 
factory in every way. 


Each chapter and each state or- 
ganization needs a large metal 
locked box as its Record Box. The 
President is now the keeper of the 
records, and she should see that 
such a box is bought, paid for from 
the treasury, and used for records 
and property worth keeping. Is 


your charter in your record box? 


It should be there. If not, look it 
up, and see that it remains in the 
box. 

I am repeating in this message 
some of the information recently 
sent out to chapter presidents, be- 
cause I desire that it shall reach 
every member. 

The new song book is now in 
the press. You may send orders 
for this book after November 
10th. The price will be twenty 
cents per copy. Founders and 
State Presidents, in forming new 
chapters, should order for each 
chapter a supply of these books 
and require that the chapter pay 
for them. The chapter should be 
informed that ‘it is expected to 
practice the songs and sing them at 
chapter meetings. 

Please note (page 4, in the June 
Bulletin, 1937) that part of the 
National program adopted for the 
present year is to be a united effort 
to increase our National Scholar- 
ship Fund. The foundation of a 
National Scholarship is to be 
$20,000. We have, at present 
amassed about one-fourth of this 
amount. We do not hope, in the 
present year, to complete the 
foundation of this scholarship. But 
in our eight years of work, we have 
never made a special effort to in- 
crease this foundation. It has 
grown, steadily and _ regularly, 
through the small portion of your 
annual scholarship fee which goes 
to the National fund, and through 
the chapter-fee which each chapter 
pays annually. Can we not, once 
in eight years, take the special in- 
crease of this fund as part of the 
year’s objective? The National 
convention thought we should. do 
this, for it adopted this recommen- 
dation. We are, therefore, asking 
each chapter and each state organi- 
zation, for this year only, to 
satisfy itself in work for its own 
scholarship, with its share of the 
regular scholarship fee, and to de- 
vote its special efforts along 


scholarship lines, toward increas- . 


ing the National Scholarship fund. 
A quota has been set up for each 
chapter to raise for this fund, of 


$1.00 per member. This is not an 
assessment. It is in no way obliga- 
tory. But I believe that each mem- 
ber and each chapter will take a 
pride in rendering this service. I 
am urging all members to give this 
plan their enthusiastic support. 
State members should have a part 
in this work. I invite each to con- 
tribute one dollar to this purpose. 
State members should send these 
contributions to me, that I may 
record them, before sending them 
to the Treasurer. Make checks 
payable to Berneta Minkwitz. 

When this foundation is estab- 
lished, a National scholarship will 
be created, in perpetuity. There- 
after, one teacher will annually re- 
ceive the income of this fund to 
assist her to engage in research 
and to work for an advanced de- 
gree. It will be open to members 
of all our states. State scholar- 
ships are open only to teachers who 
teach in the state establishing the 
scholarship; but the National 
scholarship will be open to teach- 
ers in all our states. 

After consultation with the Na- 
tional Board, I am making below 
some suggestions as to how chap- 
ters might raise their respective 
—_— for the National scholarship 

und. 


Suggested Plans 
for Increasing the National 
Scholarship Fund 


(1) Let each chapter give some 
form of entertainment not later 
than March 1, for the National 
Scholarship Fund, and give the 
proceeds to the fund. 

(2) Or let the chapter vote a 
special assessment of one dollar 
per member for the purpose. 

(3) Let the chapter hold a rum- 
mage-sale. 

(4) Let members solicit gifts 
for the fund from wealthy friends 
interested in education. 


Suggestions as to Entertainments 


1. One of the most profitable by 
far is‘a game party. Charge fifty 
cents entrance. Provide prizes. Sell 
refreshments, such as coffee, sand- 
wiches, salad, cake, and candy. 
Have several beautiful cakes and 
raffle them off. Can your members 
cook? If not, no doubt, they have 
relatives who can. 

2. Another type of entertain- 
ment is a Pioneer Dinner. Give 
sketches at the dinner of some of 
your pioneer women in education.

Have a little play or a procession of 
Pioneer Women. We have some- 
thing of this kind in As the Years 
Turn, on page 27 of the Founders’ 
Day Bulletin. Invite guests, charge 
double price for the dinner, and 
use the profits for the scholarship. 

3. Another plan is a Costume 
Party. Members and guests at- 
tend in special costumes. These 
may be made of crepe paper or 
other inexpensive materials. Have 
an old-fashioned dance. Give prizes 
for the best costumes of each type. 
Charge admission and sell refresh- 
ments. 

4. Take over a picture show 
for one day. Work up attendance 
and get a percentage of the profits. 

5. Take charge of getting some 
noted lecturer or entertainer at 
the school building. Give the profits 
to the scholarship. 

6. Have an old-fashioned box- 
supper, Each member furnishes 


an attractive supper for two. Each 
brings a guest. The boxes are auc- 
tioned off, and each buys a box. 
Have music and other forms of en- 
tertainment, ending with a sing- 
song of Delta Kappa Gamma 
songs. . 

Whatever you do, put a special 
live committee in charge of this. 
Don’t hand it over to the general 
committees. Don’t let it die. Use 
your best talent and your most 
energetic members. Plan to put 
this over as soon as possible. In- 
form me at once as to the amount 
raised and how. I wish to have 
these accounts in the Bulletin. Let 
use see who will be first. 


The First Gift for the Scholarship 


I am happy to announce, as a 
starter for this great enterprise of 
adding a notable increase to our 
fund this year, a most generous 
gift from one of our ‘members. 


This is a donation to the fund of 
$50.00, made by Mrs. Ella Caruth- 
ers Porter of Dallas, one of our 
first National Honorary Members. 
Mrs. Porter was the Founder of | 
the Parent-Teacher Association in 
Texas, and has been prominent also 
in the work of the National or- 
ganization of Parent-Teacher As- 
sociations. There has been no 
movement for education, or for 
women, in our state in which she 
has not taken a most active part, 
and in which she has not rendered 
valuable assistance. She is a friend 
to all teachers and all children. 
She was first interested in Delta 
Kappa Gamma because of her 
friendship of long-standing with 
Dr. Annie Webb Blanton, and it is 
through Dr. Blanton that she has 
sent this most liberal contribution. 
I feel that she merits the thanks 
of our whole organization in start- 
ing our movement in this most in- 
spiring and generous way. 

Please read on page 35 in the 
Handbook on Policies, Rulings, and 
Customs, the explanation as to the 
proper territory for a chapter. A 
group of counties is not proper ter- 
ritory for a chapter unless the 
counties are sparsely settled. Chap- 
ters with a widely scattered terri- 
tory seldom do good work, because 
‘of the difficulty of holding meet- 
ings. Where states have begun 
with chapters whose members are 
widely scattered, they should map 
out the territory for chapters, and 
remedy this difficulty as soon as 
possible. Please note the explana- 
tion of this on page 6 in the June 
Bulletin, 1937. 

All State Founders are entitled 
to receive free of charge a copy of 
the Handbook on Policies, Rulings, 
and Customs. Each State President 
should see that her Founders have 
the Handbook, and should urge 
them to read it. 

National Meeting in Atlantic 
City in February. Note on page 4 
of the June Bulletin, 1937, the rec- 
ommedation in regard to meetings 
of Delta Kappa Gamma on occa- 
sions of other National conven- 
tions. Accordingly, I have made 
plans for a Delta Kappa Gamma 
luncheon and initiation in Atlantic 
City on the occasion of the meeting 
of the National Organization of 
School Administrators of the Na- 
tional Education Association in 
February, 1938. The luncheon will 
be given at the Ambassador Hotel, 
on February 26. 
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A New Feature in Initiation. 
Please note on page 5 of the June 
Bulletin, 1937, the pledge which 
we must use hereafter in having 
initiates sign the Constitution. 
Put the date at the top of the page. 
Below this write “I hereby agree 
to abide by the provisions of this 
Constitution.” Let initiates sign 
their names below this pledge. This 
is important, and must be followed 
hereafter. 

Instruction to Founders and 
State Presidents in Organizing 
Chapters. These are given on 
pages 34-40 of the Handbook on 
Policies, Rulings, and Customs. 
Each State President should urge 
all of her Founders to read and 
study these pages. The directions 
therein contained are very helpful, 
and should be followed. 

Chapter Charters. I understand 
that some chapters have no char- 
ters. You will find directions as 
to ordering charters on page 6 of 
the Handbook on Policies, Rulings, 
and Customs. Any chapter not 
having a charter should apply at 
once to its own State President or 


Founder (to the one who organ-: 


ized the chapter), to secure for it 
a charter. This should be signed 
by all charter (original) members. 

Organization Plans. Please note 
on page 5 in the June Bulletin, 
1937, the goals for organization 
set up, and the need of assistance 
from all of you in future organi- 
zation. We now have organizations 
in twenty-seven states. There re- 
main twenty-two states in which 
we have yet to begin. In two of 
these, South Carolina and Utah, I 
have pledged the Founders, but 
I need help in selecting capable 
state members. I shall, this year, 
work on organization in the fol- 
lowing additional states: Dela- 
ware, New Jersey, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Rhode Island, and 
West Virginia. Dr. Annie Webb 
Blanton is doing organization work 
in Connecticut, Idaho, Indiana, 
Michigan, Montana, Nevada, Ohio, 
Oregon, Vermont, and Wyoming. 
Dr. Cora M. Martin will complete 
the organization of Washington. 
It will be of great assistance if 
members will send to us recom- 
mendations for Founders and state 
members of these states. Give 
title (Miss, Mrs. or Dr.), full ad- 
dress, present position, previous 
accomplishments and _achieve- 
ments. In addition, your own state 
-presidents and Founders need help 


in having you send in recommen- 
dations of members in all parts of 
your own state. 

The New Directory. In the past, 
Delta Kappa Gamma has had three 
printed directories. The number 
for 1937-38 will be the fourth. 
The National Board has adopted 
the plan of publishing a biennial 
Directory in the odd-numbered 
years. The Directory will be sent 
to each chapter president, one for 
each member, and one for the 
chapter record box; to each state 
president, one for each state mem- 
ber and one for the state record- 
box. We had hoped to have this 
ready by November 1. It will not 
be ready until some time later. 
Our Executive Secretary, who is 
charged with the compilation of 
the Directory, writes me that she 
has so far been unable to get re- 
vised lists of members from all 
State Presidents and all chapter 
presidents. One State President 
writes that her effort to secure 
these lists from her chapter mem- 
bers has almost destroyed her 
faith in human nature. The chief 
trouble seems to be that some of 
our officers and some of our mem- 
bers will not reply to letters and 
give the information requested. A 
comparative few are holding up 
this work which is for the help and 
information of all. 

Because of recent biennial elec- 
tions, and because we have a num- 
ber of newly organized chapters, 
many of our chapter presidents are 
rather new in their duties. We 
have, also, many new members. It 
is evident that some do not realize 
the importance of their own unit 
in the whole scheme of Delta 
Kappa Gamma work. Ours is not 
a general teachers’ association. It 
is a professional fraternity. The 
unit of our organization is the 
chapter. The chapter president is 
the official through whom the na- 
tional and state organizations deal 
with chapters and chapter mem- 
bers. Her responsibility, there- 
fore, is great, and a large part of 
the success of national and state 
work depends upon the chapter 
president. When she accepts the 
office of chapter president, she is 
under obligations to perform the 
duties of her office. If she fails to 
do her part promptly, the work of 
the entire organization is hindered. 
Moreover, no chapter is free to do 
as it pleases and disregard the 
plans or the requests of state and 


national organizations. All units 
are parts of the entire plan, and 
while all are free to carry out their 
own plans where they do not con- 
flict with those of state or national 
organizations, all are required to 
do their part in the accomplish- 
ment of state and national plans. 

Please read Article VIII of our 
Constitution. As a member, you, 
in your initiation vows, solemnly 
endorsed this Constitution, and 
promised to do your utmost to per- 
form the duties placed upon you in 
our work. 


I am reminding you of these 
facts, because, being new in the 
work, you may not understand that 
requests of the national, state or 
chapter organizations ought not to 
be lightly disregarded. Letters 
from national or state officers 
ought not to be left unanswered. 
Requests for information should be 
complied with at once. Only if 
this is done, can our work be car-. 
ried on promptly. You might say 
that we had your chapter list in the 
Bulletin. This list will do, if none 
of your members have changed 
their addresses. If that is the 
case, please write and tell us so. 
How can you find out? Have a 
committee to get in touch with each 
member at once, either by tele- 
phone, or special delivery mail. 
Send special delivery postage for 
replies from the few who cannot 
be reached by telephone. Get street 
addresses and telephone numbers. 
Make up your list in the form speci- 
fied in Miss Blanton’s letter on the 
Directory, and send it in to her by 
air mail. 

Some suggested amendments to 
the Constitution. The Delta Kappa 
Gamma Constitution is the work of 
eight years, and the result of much 
thought. Into it have gone sug- 
gestions of many members. It is 
not an unalterable document, yet 
we do not desire it to be subjected 
to constant change. 

Probably, we could never get a 
Constitution that would suit every 
chapter and every member. Often 
it is our newest members who ask 
for changes, yet each one was re- 
quested to read the Constitution be- 
fore she joined Delta’ Kappa 
Gamma, and in her initiation she 
endorsed the Constitution. While 
we believe that each one should try 
out the Constitution a few years, 
before demanding changes, yet we 
do not wish mmebers to feel that 
changes are impossible to get: if 
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they have real merit in their favor. 
The following are some recent sug- 
gestions for constitutional changes. 
I am giving these to you now for 
thought and consideration. If you 
like these changes, please let me 
know. If you object to them, 
please give me your objections. If 
there should seem to be consider- 
able desire for these amendments 
to be submitted, I shall ask the 
committee on the Constitution to 
consider them, and, if they ap- 
prove, to submit them for vote in 
advance of the next national con- 
vention in June, 1938. 

(1) One proposal is to reduce 
the annual dues for members who 
join late in the scholastic year. 
This proposal was submitted and 
rejected a few years ago. One idea 
is to make the dues $3.00 for mem- 
bers joining between October 1 and 
March 31, and to make the dues 
$1.50 for members joining from 
April 1 to September 30. Another 
proposal is to reduce the dues 25 
cents per month for each month, 
counting from October; namely, 
$3.00 for members joining in Octo- 
ber; $2.75 for members joining in 
November, and so on, to 25 cents 
for members joining in September. 
Do you like either plan? Which do 
you prefer? 

(2) It has been proposed by 
Miss Eula Lee Carter and others, 
that we provide for some scholar- 
ships with a smaller foundation 
than $6,000, the foundation now 
specified for state and chapter 
scholarships. These changes have 
been suggested: 


(a) To permit a chapter to form 
a $1,500 scholarship, name it, place 


it in a college, give the income toa . 


summer-school student. 


(b) To permit a state to form 
scholarships of $1,500, similarly, 
for summer school students. When- 
ever it has formed four such schol- 
arships, it shall be under obliga- 
tions not to form another summer 
school scholarship until it has 
formed one state scholarship with 
a $6,000 foundation, to be given to 
long-session students. 

Do you like these changes? Do 
you wish to propose anything else? 

(3) This plan following was 
suggested by Dr. Madilene Ve- 
verka, president of the California 
State organization. Let National 
Delta Kappa Gamma, in addition 
to its work for scholarships, grad- 
ually build up a foundation for a 
national award on the order of 


great national prizes like the Nobel 
and Pulitzer prizes. Each year, a 
committee of prominent people 
could be selected to award the 
prize. It could be given for great 
research work, a great book on 
education, or something of the 
kind. I have discussed this with 
some members of the board. Sev- 
eral have suggested that we could 
require each member to give 
twenty-five cents a year for this 
purpose, put this in a separate 
fund, invest it, and begin to give 
this award when the income 
reaches $1,000.00 per year, and add 
to it as we increase the fund. It 
seems to me that nothing that we 
could do would give Delta Kappa 
Gamma more prestige. The cost 
would be very small per member. 
“Many a little makes a mickle.” 
Think this over. We spend more 
than this on one movie. You 
should understand that this is a 
proposal to increase our annual 
dues by 25 cents. None of this 
will be reserved for chapters or for 
available funds. The twenty-five 
cents per member will go to the na- 
tional organization, to provide this 
new fund. Probably there is no 
other national fraternity or soror- 
ity that exacts so little of its mem- 
bers and furnishes so much to 
chapters and states, as does Delta 
Kappa Gamma. I am hoping that 
each of our members will consider 
the additional prestige which this 
new plan will give to our organiza- 
tion, and will be willing to vote for 
this amendment. It will apply to 
all members except honorary mem- 
bers. 


Our executive secretary having 


expressed her great need of an of- 
fice in which our materials may be 
so arranged as to save time in her 
work, and in which our constantly 
increasing files may be kept, I sub- 
mitted to the Executive Board, in 
August, this matter for their ap- 
proval. The vote was unanimous 
to provide this office. Accordingly, 
a room has been rented at 1909 


Cliff Street, Austin, Texas, our 


headquarters, and fiitted up with 
shelves and a large table. Other 
equipment will be provided as we 
can afford it. 

Advertisements for the Bulletin. 
Have you ever aided in this work? 
The way to secure advertisements 
for the Bulletin is solicitation by a 
committee. Won’t you appoint a 
committee to do this? Please note 
on pages 5 and 6 in the June Bulle- 
tin the recommendation of the Na- 
tional Board that each chapter and 
each state shall get, this year, one 
advertisement for the Bulletin. If 
we all did that, it would have 180 
advertisements. What a help that 
would be to our hard-working edi- 
tor! Also we could afford more 
free space in the Bulletin for some 
of the things you wish to see on its 
pages. 

Our progress in numbers and 
our advancement in an understand- 
ing of our work and in the devel- 
opment of the Delta Kappa Gamma 
spirit during the past year have 
been most stimulating and gratify- 
ing. I desire to thank each of you 
for your cooperation and your loy-

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Starved Rock State Park this 
spring. Although it was a very 
busy time for teachers, about 
eighty-five members attended. 
Many of them had attended the 
National Convention, only two 
months earlier. It was suggested 
at the State meeting that the 
chapters plan regional meetings. 
These chapters may be grouped 
into four areas: Chicago, Northern 


Illinois, Central Illinois, and South-_ 


ern Illinois. 

“Financing the Public Schools” 
is one of the topics for this year’s 
program of Delta Kappa Gamma. 
When your chapter plans an espe- 
cially interesting program, ask 
some other chapter to participate 
with you. 

Illinois continues to grow in 
membership. Several new chap- 
ters are to be established this fall. 
The following State Founders are 
organizing chapters at the cities 
named: Dr. Logsdon, Joliet; Miss 
Imboden, Peoria; Dr. Reinhardt, 
Springfield; and Miss Storm, 
Cairo. The State President is or- 
ganizing the chapters at Rock Is- 
land, and LaSalle-Ottawa. Spring- 
field, LaSalle-Ottawa, and Rock 
Island are nearly ready. 

If any Delta Kappa Gamma 
member has suggestions for char- 
ter members for any of these cities, 
please send them to the State 
Founder in charge of the organiza- 
tion of the chapter. 

A meeting is being planned for 
the State Board members and all 
the women attending the Spring- 
field meeting of the Illinois Edu- 
cation Association. Your chapter 
will have further notice of this 
meeting. Plan to come.

Dear Florida Delta Kappa Gam- 

mas: 

That you may have a record of 
our accomplishments I submit 
herewith your president’s report, 
which was adopted by the Execu- 
tive Committee at the Tampa Con- 
vention, May 22, 1937: 

“It is altogether fitting and 
proper that this report be brief. 
Delta Kappa Gamma is only eight 
years old; Florida Mu State is just 
two; your president has served 
less than a year. Brevity is, there- 


fore, in order. The report is pre- 
sented in three parts as follows: 
(1) a statistical report of our prog- 
ress; (2) a presentation of our 
program of work; (3) recommen- 
dations. 

“On October 238, 1936, when 
your present officers were in- 
stalled, our membership consisted 
of sixteen founders, one of whom 
was absent from the state, one hon- 
orary state member, nine state 
members, and five pledges—a total 
of twenty-nine (including the 
pledges). Today we have a mem- 
bership of seventy-three with three 
pledges to come in. We have prac- 
tically trebled our membership 
since October, 1936. 


“Your president will have pre- 
sided at six initiations when this 
convention is over. These, includ- 
ing that of October 23 where our 
first state president, Miss Sara 
Ferguson, presided, will make a 
total of seven. These initiations 
were as follows: 

October 23, Perry Dell Tea 
House, Orlando, ten members. 

January 23, George Washington 
Hotel, Jacksonville, two members. 

January 30, Cherokee Hotel, 
Tallahassee, one member. 

February 12, Hotel Roosevelt, 
Jacksonville, two members. 

March 18, San Juan Hotel, Or- 
lando, thirty-nine members. 

May 8, Hotel Hillsboro, Tampa, 
one member. 

May 15, Primrose Grill, Gaines- 
ville, four members. 

May 22, Hotel Hillsboro, Tampa, 
one member. 

“Alpha chapter was installed by 
your president at Hotel Roosevelt, 
Jacksonville; February 12. 

“Beta, Gamma, and Delta chap- 
ters were installed by your presi- 
dent in Orlando, March 18. A 
feature of the Orlando meeting 
was the presence of Dr. Maycie 
Southall, President of the Tennes- 
see State organization. Since then 
all chapters have had one meeting, 
and your president was present at 
all of these meetings except Beta’s. 
Each chapter held an enthusiastic 
meeting, began the work of under- 
standing the organization better, 
and made plans to attend the State 
Convention. 

“On March 26 and 27, your 
president attended the National 
Convention at Chicago and was 
deeply gratified by the enthusiastic 
response accorded Florida’s prog- 


ress. It was her privilege to bear 
the flag of our state in the proces- 
sion of states, and to respond with 
a birthday greeting from Florida 
at the Birthday Luncheon. A fig- 


urine dressed to represent Miss 


Margaret (better known as Mag- 
gie) Tebeau, as she might have 
looked in the sixties, was Florida’s 
contribution to the Doll Parade. 

“Correspondence has been 
heavy. Hundreds of letters have 
been written; some to state and 
national officers, some to members, 
some to legislative members, and 
some to county superintendents 
seeking exact statistics on the num- 
ber of women actively engaged in 
teaching. 

“Our program of work. (1) Or- 
ganization. All states are asked 
by the National organization to or- 
ganize five new chapters in 1937- 
1938. This work is to be done by 
the president and founders with 
the help of all members. The. 
president and founders do the ac- 
tual organization work. The mem- 
bers assist by recommending to the 
state membership ‘committee de- 
sirable members in the area being 
organized. On May 11, your presi- 
dent wrote to each county superin- 
tendent for the number of white 
women actively engaged in educa- 
tion. The attached map shows pos- 
sibilities. Already there is a nu- 
cleus of a chapter in Miami. Dade 
County should constitute a unit. 
The executive committee should 
decide additional areas. 

“Chapters should increase their 
membership as rapidly as is in 
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keeping with the securing of de- 
sirable members. 

“(2) Scholarship drive. The 
National organization has chosen 
next year to work intensively for 
the increase of its national scholar- 
ship fund. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars are needed to endow a national 
scholarship; six thousand a state. 
We shall be asked to make a defi- 
nite contribution to the national. 
We should set a goal for our state 
fund, also. What shall it be? Na- 
tional suggests a quota of one dol- 
lar per member. 

-“(3) Yearbooks and programs 
of work. The National organiza- 
tion voted to study Education: An 
Interpretation for Democracy, the 
Fourteenth Yearbook of the De- 
partment of Superintendence; and 
in addition to this, school finance. 
Yearbook committees should take 
this into consideration in planning 
their yearbooks. 

“(4) Our state work—First of 
all, of course, our members should 
be informed on state and local edu- 
cational problems. This is, after 
all, a leadership group. Then it 
appears that we might profitably 
work in a history of women in edu- 
cation in Florida. That is to your 
president the first contribution this 
group can make. 

“Recommendations. Your presi- 
dent recommends the following: 

“(1) That an annual award be 
established by Florida Mu State 
to honor women who have made 
outstanding contributions to (a) 
public education in Florida, (b) 
Delta Kappa Gamma, (c) by the 
worthiness of their lives as teach- 
ers. The terms of the award, the 
nature of the award should be de- 
termined by an award committee, 
which will submit its report to the 
Executive Committee, the Execu- 
tive Committee to decide before 
the next annual convention. 

“(2) That the statewide project 
undertaken by our society be a 
History of Women in Education in 
Florida. That careful and exact 
research be done on this, that pic- 
tures be assembled, that steps be 
taken to insure the publication of 
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Dr. M. MARGARET STROTH 
_ Wilson Teachers College, Washington 
President of the State Organization of the District 
of Columbia 


this history not later than the year 
1938-39. 

“(3) That chapters be organized 
in Miami, using Dade County as a 
unit (possibly including Monroe) ; 
Fort Myers, using Lee, Sarasota, 
Charlotte, Collier, Hendry, DeSoto, 
Glades as the area; Lakeland, 
using Highlands, Hardee and Polk; 
Pensacola, using Escambia, Santa 
Rosa, and Walton; and Live Oak, 
using Suwanee, Dixie, Gilchrist, 
Hamilton, Taylor, and Madison. 


That both the state organi- 


zation and ali chapters prepare 
yearbooks, keep accurate records, 
and feel responsible for the success 
of Delta Kappa Gamma in Flor- 
ida.”

Dear Friends: 

June 5, 1937, will ever be a 
great day in the annals of the his- 
tory of Delta Kappa Gamma in 
Colorado. For on that day, twenty- 
four members met at the Argonaut 
Hotel in Denver to initiate forty- 
nine pledges, who had come from 
widely-scattered areas in the state. 
We are so happy and proud to wel- 
come these women into our warm 
fellowship. 

Though our group still feels very 
young and uninformed, Miss Faye 
Read of Pueblo managed to stir up 
great enthusiasm in her “History 
of Delta Kappa Gamma” over the 
vision of the Founders. We saw 
the possibilities of the society in 
helping the cause of education in 
general, and the position of women 
in education in particular. Since 
Miss Fay Knight of Hesperus, Col- 
orado, had been a member in Mis- 
souri, we were told by her what 
the society meant to her and what 
a big place it occupied in her life.

As any true lover of the theatre 
would do, Miss Arnett visited the 
Old Vic Theatre in London and was 
accorded the privilege of going 
backstage where she states she felt 
she was treading on sacred ground.

In Memoriam 
LULA BARWISE CARRIGAN 
1866-1937 


On the evening of June 13, 1937, 
just ten days after she had suffered 
a fall, Lulu Barwise Carrigan slip- 
ped quietly away in her sleep; and 
we knew that not only Beta Rho 
but Wichita Falls and Texas had 
suffered an irreparable loss. A 
member of one of the pioneer fam- 
ilies of Texas and the daughter of 
the first permanent settler in 
Wichita Falls, she had given fifty- 
seven years to the enrichment of 
the life of this community. 

As Lula Barwise, she was a char- 
ter member of the First Presbyter- 
ian church and one of the first 
school teachers in the then strug- 
gling village. Later as the wife of 
Judge A. H. Carrigan and the 
mother of four growing children, 
she continued to give of herself so 
generously that it would be impos- 
sible to write the history of any 
worthwhile undertaking of this 
city—hbe it social, civic, or religious 
—without including therein an ac- 
count of her unselfish efforts.

These 
laws include three “momentous 
measures—hailed by proponents as 
a major step forward but bitterly 
assailed by superintendents and 
board members.” In brief the three 
are— 

(a) A most liberal tenure law; 
(b) A state-wide leave of absence 
provision; (c) A state-wide pro- 
vision for regular salary increases. 
Markis J. Supple, commenting on 
this accomplishment in School and 


| Society for August 28, gives as a 
[advance for successful educational 


advancement, “an administration 
desiring to make good, cooperating 


with intelligent aggressive educa- 
tors willing to work together to- 
ward a common end.” Perhaps 
the activities and ideals of Delta 
Kappa Gamma will help us learn 
how to work “all for each and each 
for all.” 

The report also urged coopera- 
tion with the plan for public 
forums advocated by Commissioner 
Studebaker, as a means of educat- 
ing public opinion. This plan 
urges much free discussion in small 
groups under competent leader- 
ship. 

The program of our meeting 
centered around an excellent ad- 
dress by Professor McKinney of 
the University of Missouri, on the 
subject ‘of Mental Hygiene, in 
which he gave some interesting 
and helpful suggestions and illus- 
trations showing how seemingly 
unimportant items may become 
serious factors in mental disturb- 
ance if unchecked, and how effec- 
tive may become counter-attrac- 
tions which change the course of 
emotional reaction.

a book review, “America Through 
a Woman’s Eyes”; and a report of 
a research investigation into con- 
sumer buying.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
SOCIETY 


By ANNIE WEBB BLANTON AND 
NORMA SMITH BrIsTow, 
Past National Presidents 


(Continued from the June Bulletin, 
1937) 


“But the next morning, June 9, 
the sun was shining on the Missis- 
sippi, New Orleans looked beauti- 
ful, and when I reached the Roose- 
velt Hotel, Mamie and Norma, who 
had come on ahead, greeted me in 
the lobby. All went better than I 
had expected, as it usually does in 
Delta Kappa Gamma affirs. The 
members who had kept their plans 
a dead secret (as they generally 
do) arrived in full force, and we 
had a delightful time (according 
to our custom).” 

At this convention, National of- 
ficers elected included four from 
Texas (as Texas had at this time 
about four-fifths of the members), 
two from Alabama (which then 
had three chapters), and one each 
from the other states. The officers 
were: President, Norma Smith, 
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Alabama; First Vice-President, 
Ruby Terrill (Lomax), Texas; 
Second Vice-President, Jessie D. 
Newby, Oklahoma; Corresponding 
Secretary, Mary Henderson (Gresh- 
am), Alabama; Recording Sec- 
retary, Mamie S. Bastian, Texas; 
Treasurer, Berneta Minkwitz, Tex- 
as; Parliamentarian, Ella Victoria 
Dobbs, Missouri; Keeper of the 
Records and Executive Secretary, 
Annie Webb Blanton, Texas. 

Though the National organiza- 
tion had not at this time the “six 
states” specified in the Constitu- 
tion, the President had herself pro- 
posed that the President be chosen 
from outside of Texas, and all were 
gratified when Norma Smith 
Bristow was nominated and con- 
sented to serve. 

It was in this year that the Na- 
tional President, Annie Webb 
Blanton, proposed the granting of 
an annual achievement award. The 
convention endorsed this plan, and, 
in spite of her protests, the com- 
mittee gave the award to the 
President. 

The remainder of this history to 
appear in other numbers will be 
given as space permits. It will be 
written by Norma Smith Bristow, 
assisted by Annie Webb Blanton. 
The chronicle is intended merely 
as a foundation for our ten-year 
history, to be put in pamphlet 
form. It is well to get facts re- 
corded while those live who can 
give them. 

In this connection, the following 
account is inserted here. Annie 
Webb Blanton, who led in the 
original organization, has frequ- 
ently been requested to send to 
chapters, for their programs, an 
answer to the following question: 
“What first made you think of the 
organization of the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Society?” The answer is 
given below as the best way to 
satisfy those who wish to know: 

“To the best of my recollection, 
it came about in this way. One 
day a man, whom I did not like, 
came to my office to talk to me 
about educational matters. He 
related a number of things that 
he thought the women teachers of 
our state ought to do to improve 
education and to better the condi- 
tion of teachers. Then he asked 
me why we did not do these things. 
I answered very coldly that I did 
not know. 

He then replied triumphantly, 


“T can tell you; it’s because women 
just won’t stand together !” 

I felt like asking him if men 
always stood together, but as he 
was a visitor in my office, I thought 
this would not be courteous. He 
saw that I was offended, and soon 
left. 

After he was gone, I thought 
over his question. It seemed to me 
that while women do not always 
stand together, they are fairly 
loyal. Would we want all the men 
on one side of a question, and all 
the women arrayed against them 
on the other? Men and women are 
so created that they like each other, 
and like to work together. 

But I saw that women in their 
progress towards equality with 
men educationally and politically 
had won each step in advancement 
by the demands of groups of in- 
trepid women who did stand to- 
gether. I realized that in the 
teaching profession, as a rule, 
women have very unequal oppor- 
tunities as compared with men. It 
seemed hardly reasonable to ex- 
pect men to give us an equal chance 
with no demand on our part. 

I felt that little of what women 
especially need could be accom- 
plished through general state teach- 
er’s associations, as these are usu- 
ally led by men, and I thought that 
if we are to learn leadership, it 
must be chiefly in women’s or- 
ganizations. 

Finally I evolved the idea that 
we might accomplish more through 
a special organization working to- 
gether for what women teachers 
especially need. This, I thought 
should be composed of experienced 
teachers, more or less permanently 
in the profession. It seemed to me 
that such an organization would 
be more likely to succeed, if the ties 
binding its members together were 
rather close, and thus evolved the 
idea of a professional national fra- 
ternity for women teachers. All 
of the National Founders assisted 
in working out the details.” 


THE ACHIEVEMENT COLUMN 


Note. Items for this column 
are sent by chapters to their own 
state presidents. Each state is al- 
lowed, during the year, as many 
free items of not more than fifty 
words each as it has chapters. 
The President makes the selection, 
and sends the items to the editor. 
Naturally the State President 


would hesitate to send in an item 
about herself.

In case the state has no 
chapters, one of the vice-presidents 
may send in an item about the 
State President. The position of 
the editor is that all State Presi- 
dents do enough hard work to have 
their notable achievements re- 
counted in the Bulletin, free of 
charge, and their members ought 
to see that such items are sent to 
the editor.

Chapter, San Antonio, Texas, has 
had a group of fifteen school plays 
accepted by the Steck Company of 
Austin for fall publication. Some 
are concerned with Texas history, 
and all are the outgrowth of years . 
of experience with junior and ele- 
mentary schools’ assemblies. 

Dr. Helen Messenger, State 
President and National Parlia- 
mentarian, is the author of “An 
Illustration of New Techniques in 
Test Construction,” published in 
the June issue of “The Journal of 
Applied Psychology.” She is fur- 
ther honored by Dr. Ernest Horn, 
who, in the preface to his book 
“Methods of Instruction in the So- 
cial Studies,” twice expresses ap- 
preciation for Dr. Messenger’s val- 
uable aid in its preparation. This 
book is Volume Fifteen of “The 
Report of the Commission on the 
Social Studies of the American 
History Association.” (This was 
not sent by Dr. Messenger.) 


Grace Van Dyke More, head of 
Department of Music Education, 
Woman’s College, University of 
North Carolina, has received na- 
tional recognition. Her most 
recent honor came last spring when 
the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers elected her National 
Music Chairman (1937-1940). In 
this office she also serves as di- 
rector of National Mothersingers 
Chorus. Miss More is president of 
the Southern Conference for Music 
Education (1935-1937) and a 
member of the National Research 
council of Music Educators Na- 
tional Conference (1934-1939). 

In recent months Ruth Fitzger- 
ald, founder of the Alpha Chapter 
of North Carolina, has rendered 
most effective service in educa- 
tional conferences. She was secre- 
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tary for the North Carolina Con- 
vention of the Progressive Educa- 
tion Association which was held at 
the Woman’s College of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina in 
March. During summer school an 
Elementary School Conference was 
held at the Woman’s College with 
Miss Fitzgerald as chairman. A 
number of out-of-state speakers 
were present. Conference leaders 
were Dr. Clare Zyve, Dr. Edwin 
Reeder, and Mr. Burton Fowler. 
Later she arranged the program 
given by the Woman’s College as 
part of the conference on adminis- 
tration at the University at Chapel 
Hill. The subject discussed was 
“Supervision in the Elementary 
School.” In August at Chapel Hill, 
Miss Fitzgerald was in charge of 
the Woman’s College Hour during 
the sessions of the North Carolina 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. 
On this program she spoke twice on 
The Technique of Character Educa- 
tion in the Modern School and on 
The Modern Report Card. Reports 
from all these conferences indicate 
that they were interesting and in- 
spiring. 

The Gamma Chapter of Delta 
Kappa Gamma of Illinois is pleased 
to present Miss Mayme Ethel 
Irons, of Decatur, Illinois, super- 
visor of music in the public schools 
and instructor in music education 
in the Conservatory of Music, 
James Millikin University. 


A community activity which has 
won national recognition for Miss 
Irons is her work as director of 
“Mothersingers” in Parent- 
Teacher Association groups, in the 
local, the Illinois State, and Na- 
tional organizations. 

She served as National Chairman 
of Music for the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers for five 


years, September, 1932, to May, 
1937. During that time she not 
only directed great Mothersinger 
choruses and convention audiences, 
but worked on and completed the 
writing of an original “Syllabus 
for My Plan of Work,” for guid- 
ance of all state chairmen of music 
in the promotion of a music pro- 
gram within the states. 

In recognition of outstanding 
work and splendid achievement, 
the Sword of Honor degree in the 
Sigma Alpha Iota, National Music 
Fraternity, was conferred upon 
our Mayme Irons. 

Dr. Esther J. Crooks, Professor 
of Spanish, Goucher College, Bal- 
timore, State Founder in Mary- 
land, was, last summer, appointed 
by the United States Government 
as one of its three official delegates 
to the third Inter-American Con- 
ference on Education, held in the 
City of Mexico. The other two 
delegates were Mrs. Katherine M. 
Cook of the United States Office of 
Education, and Dr. Willard Beatty 
of the Department of Indian Af- 
fairs. At this conference, Dr. 
Crooks read a paper in Spanish, 
entitled “Education para la paz en 
los Estados Unidos de America.” 
Dr. Crooks was appointed on the 
resolutions committee of her sec- 
tion and on the general findings 
committee to report the resolutions 
to the plenary sessions. The Mexi- 
can magazine Hoy requested per- 
mission to publish Dr. Crook’s 
paper. Dr. Crooks was also a dele- 
gate from the American Council 
on Education. 

She reports that through her 
Delta Kappa Gamma key, she met 
on this trip a Texas teacher wear- 
ing the same key.

THE NEW DIRECTORY 


Previously the Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma Society has had three Direc- 
tories. The one to be published for 
1937-38 is the fourth. The Na- 
tional Board has formed the policy 
of publishing hereafter a biennial 
directory, in the odd-numbered 
years. As the biennial elections of 
chapter officers take place in the 
odd-numbered years, the publica- 
tion must wait until the chapter 
elections, which may be set for 
May or for September, according 
to chapter choice, have been held. 
_ The duty of collecting revised 
chapter-lists, and seeing that they 
are in proper form, was, by action 
of the National Board, placed up- 
on the respective State Presidents. 
Most of these officers have dis- 
charged this duty promptly and 
in a very efficient manner. But 
in some cases, the Executive Sec- 
retary, who is charged with the 
duty of compiling the new Direc- 
tory has been unable to get any 
reply from some of the State Presi- 
dents, even after repeated requests. 
Some of the State Presidents re- 
port that they have had the same 
difficulty in getting the revised 
lists from their own chapter presi- 
dents. Some report having sent 
as many as four letters with no re- 
sponse. 

This situation indicates that 
some of our officers do not take 
their responsibilities as seriously 
as they should. 

It is unthinkable that any state 
organization, or any chapter, 
would be willing to be left out of 
the Directory. The Secretary is 
not willing to omit any organiza- 
tion or any member. If she cannot 
get the present addresses and lists 
of members, after repeated efforts, 
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she will use the latest lists and ad- 
dresses that she has—those of last 
year. 

But there are some chapters, re- 
cently formed, of whom she cannot 
get the chapter president’s ad- 
dress, and some of which she has 
the president’s address, but can- 
not get a reply to her request for 
the names and addresses of mem- 
bers. There are several chapters 
for whom she has never had a list. 

This situation has delayed the 
publication of the Directory the 
major portion of which is now 
ready for the press. Further effort 
will be made to get lists for every 
chapter and every state; but if any 
are omitted, blame for the omis- 
sion should be placed squarely up- 
on the shoulders of these officers 
who will not reply to letters and 
who will not send the information 
requested. 

It is important that the Direc- 
tory should have our members’ 
present addresses. From reports 
of chapter presidents, it is evident 
that a considerable number of our 
members have moved their resi- 
dences this year, that they are 
very reluctant to give their ad- 
dresses, and unreasonably delay 
their replies to inquiries. 

As soon as the Directory is 
ready, a sufficient supply will be 
sent to each State president, for 
her to send one to each State mem- 
ber, keep one herself, and place 
one in the State file; and a suffici- 
ent supply will be sent to each 
chapter president for her to give 
or send one to each chapter mem- 
ber, keep one herself, and place 
one in the chapter file. A copy of 
the Directory is furnished to each 
member, without charge. 

The National organization still 
has on hand some copies of all of 
the earlier Directories. If any 
State desires a file of these for its 
record-box, they will be sent to 
State Presidents on request. They 
will not be sent to chapters, as 

‘they must be reserved for State 
files. They may be ordered from 
the Executive Secretary. 

Attention of all is called to the 
fact that the office of Keeper of 
the Records has been abolished by 
constitutional amendment. In 
some cases the new lists for the 
Directory continue this office. 
Where this is the case, the secre- 
tary has taken the liberty of strik- 
ing out these words. No organiza- 


tion may continue an office which 
has been abolished by national 
vote. The duties of the Keeper of 
the Records now devolve upon the 
president. In cases where a state 
organization has established head- 
quarters, the records are kept at 
headquarters, in charge of the 
Exectuive Secretary. The National 
organization has already taken 
this step. 

Because it might have value as 
an historical record, each organi- 
zation was asked to state, in giv- 
ing its membership list, who was 
its organizer. Immediately the 
question was asked, “Who is the 
organizer of a chapter—the one 
who gets the members, or the one 
who makes arrangements for the 
initiation and presides at the 
initiation?” 

The answer is that the organizer 
of a chapter is the one who gets 
the members. If several get the 
members they are the joint organ- 
izers. The organizers do the real 
work. It takes little effort to make 
arrangements. It is a pleasure and 
a distinction to preside at an initia- 
tion. But to form a chapter or a 
state organization takes long and 
sustained effort. This is a ruling 
of the National President, who has 
been asked for an official ruling 
on the matter. 

Organizations desiring to make 
corrections on their lists, in the 
light of this interpretation, should 
send the corrections at once. 
THE PRESIDENT’S PIN, THE 

RING, AND THE “BLUE 
BOOK” 


A photograph of the new Presi- 
dent’s pin, adopted by the National 
Board was published in the June 
number, 1937. But as all were not 
supplied with that issue, it is re- 
peated below. 


No one may wear a President’s 
pin who has not served at least one 
year as president of a chapter, or 
a state organization, or the Na- 
tional organization of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. With the order for the 
pin must go a permit card, made 
out in the name of the person who 
is to wear the pin. Permit cards 
may be obtained from the Execu- 
tive Secretary. Dr. Annie Webb 


Blanton, 1909 Cliff Street, Austin, 
Texas. These cards are not sent 
out in blank. A check is made to 
see if the person is entitled to wear 
the pin, and her name is placed on 
this card. Chapters ordering the 
pin as a gift for their president 
should not fail to give her name 
and her chapter and state in asking 
for the permit card. The Presi- 
dent’s pin may not be worn as a 
substitute for the official Delta 
Kappa Gamma key. Prices of the 
pin are printed on the permit card. 
The price is $9.00 for the solid gold 
pin, and $5.00 for the gold-filled 


pin. 

Delta Kappa Gamma has offi- 
cially adopted a ring bearing our 
insignia. Any member may wear 
this ring. It may not be worn as 
a substitute for the key. All mem- 
bers must have the key. Any mem- 
ber may purchase the ring also. It 
is also purchased by a permit card, 
which may be obtained from the 
same address. A ring-size card is 
sent with the permit card. The 
price of the solid gold ring is 
pop and of the filled-gold ring is

THE PRESERVATION OF CON- 
VENTION PROGRAMS 


Requests made recently for 
copies of the convention programs 
of the past eight National conven- 
tions have emphasized the import- 
ance of keeping files of these pro- 
grams. They show the progress of 
Delta Kappa Gamma and reflect its 
activities in the past. They have 
historical value to those seeking 
certain data. 

The National organization has 
one complete file of the National 
programs, and one complete file of 
the Texas State programs. It will 
have these bound to preserve them. 
Will each other state that has more 
than one file of its own state con- 
vention programs kindly send a 
file of these for the National rec- 
ords. If you have not enough, pos- 
sibly some of your members would 
give you a program to supply a 
file for the National organization. 

The National organization has 
on file a number of copies of its 
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own National programs, as fol- 
lows: 

First program, 1930, no copies. 

Second program, 1931, thirty- 
seven copies. 

Third program, 1932, eight 
copies. 

Fourth program, 1933, fifth pro- 
gram 1934; and sixth program, 
1935, enough copies to supply all 
probable requests from states and 
chapters. 

Seventh program, 1936, thirty- 
eight copies. 

Eighth program, 1987, fifty- 
eight copies. 

Where the number falls below 
thirty, copies will be reserved for 
states making a request for them; 
where it is above thirty, the pro- 
grams will also be sent to chapters, 
on request. 

The National Executive Secre- 
tary has also preserved a number 
of copies of the Texas State Con- 
vention programs. These will be 
sent to Texas chapters on request. 
The numbers are as follows: 

First program, no copies. 

Second program, 1931, thirty- 
one copies. 

_ Third program, 1932, eleven 
copies. 

‘Fourth program, 1933, twenty 
copies. 

Fifth program, 1934, one. hun- 
dred and six copies. 


‘Sixth program, 1935, no copies. 


‘Seventh program, 1936, fifty- 
one copies. 

‘Eighth program, 1937, forty- 
nine copies.

We 
are glad to rectify these, if notified. 

We are reminding you again that 
checks or money orders for sup- 
plies, for address plates, for Bulle- 
tin space, should be made payable 
to Berneta Minkwitz, but sent to 
Dr. Anne Webb Blanton, 1909 Cliff 
Street, Austin, Texas. Money 
orders should be payable at Fort 
Worth, Texas, as Miss Minkwitz 
lives at Fort Worth. All such pay- 
ments must be recorded on the 
books at headquarters, before they 
go to the treasurer. 

Your attention is called to the 
fact that chapters and states that 
have once had the free allowance 
of. 10 Rituals, 12 Founders Day 
Bulletins, and 15 Handbooks on 
Policies, Rulings and Customs, are 
entitled to no more free copies. 
Those who order these bulletins 
should send the price of 15 cents 


per copy. 


The price of the small candle- 
holders is now 10 cents each. 

We expect to have the new Delta 
Kappa Gamma Song Book, Number 
Two, by the 10th of November. 
The price is 20 cents per copy. 
State organizations and chapters 
should order a sufficient supply of

to be kept as state or chapter prop- 


erty. Members should be encour- 
aged to buy individual copies and 
learn the songs. 

Members should understand why 
we cannot furnish the music for 
each song. That would require a 
special engraving cut for each 
song. The cost would be prohibi- 
tive. Moreover, where music is 
copyrighted, permission to use the 
music involves large cost. It is, 
therefore, cheaper in the end for 
each state organization and each 
chapter, to make up its own book 
of music to go with the song book. 
We wish to keep the price low 
enough for each member to feel 
that she can afford to purchase a 
copy. 


When presidents order supplies. 


to be sent by air mail, special de- 
livery, they will be required to re- 
imburse the National organization 
for the postage, as it cannot afford 
to undertake to send even rush or- 
ders in this way. Remember that 
air mail is double first class post- 
age. Most of our packages go 
third class. So when you make 
this request, the materials will be 
sent in this way, but you will re- 
ceive a bill for the postage. 

Please note that National head- 
quarters does not furnish station- 
ery to chapter nor to states. Each 
furnishes its own stationery. The 
National organization does not 
allow its cuts to be sent out of 
Austin. 

Each chapter and each state is 
given a card with a drawing of the 
key and of the coat of arms. Any 
good engraving company can make 
from these drawings, cuts of any 
size desired. These are not expen- 
pensive. Firms advertising in the 
Bulletin usually have cuts of the 
key and the coat of arms.

The Delta Kappa Gamma Bulletin 


‘With this issue the Bulletin be- 
gins its fourth volume. It could 
not have achieved existence or 
continued its operation without the 
hearty cooperation which it has re- 
ceived from our states and our 
chapter. It is the policy of the 
Committee on the Bulletin to make 
this publication the official news 
organ of the Delta Kappa Gamma 


Society. Our paper, then, is, 
frankly, a fraternity newspaper. 
Through its columns, officers give 
instructions to states and chapters 
and members are reached with in- 
formation which they can receive 
in no other way. It is the only 
medium of information sent to the 
state members and to pledges in 
unorganized states. 


The question has been asked, 
“who selects the member to be hon- 
ored in each issue by having her 
photograph on the front page of 
the Bulletin? The reply is, the 
Editor selects her. It is the policy 
of the Bulletin, approved by the 
committee, to place on the first 
page of the first number for each 
year, the picture of the national 
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president. Our numbers increase 
at the rate of about thirty per cent 
per year. We have, then, each 
year, many new members. These 
should have a chance to become 
familiar with the features of the 
national president. The others are 
selected on the basis of peculiarly 
valuable services to Delta Kappa 
Gamma, from the national stand- 
point. The consideration includes 
organization work, service as an 
officer, length of service, and 
special needs of Delta Kappa 
Gamma met by the service. 

Dates of Publication. It is the 
plan of the Bulletin management to 
mail out the remaining issues, re- 
spectively, during the first week of 
January, the first week of March, 
and the second week of May (June 
number). The last issue is to be 
mailed by May 15, in order to reach 
members before they leave their 
teaching positions. 

Dates of Mailing Materials. Ma- 
terials for the January issue, 
should reach the editor by De- 
eember 1; for the March issue, by 
February 1; and for the June issue, 
by April 15. 

The two news letters per year re- 


quired of chapters by the Constitu- 
tion are the minimum, not the max- 
imum number. The editor would 
be glad to have, in each issue, a 
news letter from each chapter. If, 
however, a chapter desires to send 
only two news letters, for the year, 
it can aid the editor by following 
the plan below: 

Chapters requested to have news 
letters in the January issue are the 
following in each state: Beta, 
Delta, Zeta Theta, Kappa, Mu, Xi, 
Pi, Sigma, Upsilon, Chi, Omega, 
and combinations of these with the 
prefix, Alpha, Beta or Gamma; as, 
Alpha Beta, Beta Beta, Gamma 
Beta, Alpha Delta, Beta Delta, 
Gamma Delta, etc.; also, all chap- 
ters should send letters for the Jan- 
uary number that did not have a 
news letter in the November issue. 

Chapters requested to have news 
letters in the March issue are the 
following in each state: Alpha, 
Gamma, Epsilon, Eta, Iota, 
Lambda, Nu, Omicron, Rho, Tau, 
Phi, Psi, and combinations of these 
with the prefix Alpha, Beta, or 
Gamma; as Alpha Alpha, Beta 
Alpha, Gamma Alpha; Alpha 
Gamma; Beta Gamma, Gamma, 


Gamma, etc. Also chapters not 
having had two news letters before 
the June issue, are requested to 
have news letters in the June 
number. 

It should be remembered that a 
state organization is not a chapter. 
We do not have a state chapter. It 
is called state organization. It in- 
cludes all chapters in the state, and 
all state members. Each state 
president is requested to send a 
state message for each issue. 

Rates for space. Advertising 
rates appear on the second page of . 
each issue of the Bulletin. Chap- 
ters are charged for news letters 
at the rate of one cent per word. 
Where programs or committee lists 
are published in a form leaving un- 
filled lines, the charge for these ma- 
terials is five cents per line of 
printed matter. Chapters have no 
free space. Each state president is 
allowed 350 words free for her 
message. Space for a state mes- 
sage, in excess of this, is charged 
for at the same rates as chapter 
news letters.
